This was the reason for the complete turnabout of his intentions, which 
communicated orally to the commander in chief of the army and ordered him 
take steps immediately. This explains the changes in tho basic plan -- that 
is to say, "It is my irrevocable decision to take military action against 
Czechoslovakia as soon as possiblee"

fe were extraordinarily happy that it hac not reachec the point of a 
military operation, because during the time of preparation we had never 
participated in the basic proposition that our boundary fortifications against 
Czechoslovakia were suf^iciont,. That would have made necessary our piercing 
the Czechoslovakian Louncary defenses, and we were not strong enough to do 
thate Moreover, for this reason we were particularly happy that a peaceful 
solution had been reached,

I believe I may say that this raised Hitler greatly in the opinion of 
the generals. ‘jc recopnized that althouch military preparations were not 
neglocted a solution had been f à i at not heen expected and for which 
we were thankful. 


W, Is it not extraordinary that three weeks after this arreemnt that had 


been so welcomed by everyone, inclucing the generals, Hitler mado preparations

Ae I believe, as Marshal Goering stated in his testimony lately, my 
impression was this: As Hitler told me then, he did not believe that Czecho- 
slovakia could stand the loss of the Sudeten territories with their strong 
fortificatio"s; and, moreover, he was concerned over the close connections 
botweon Czechoslovak 1 the Sovict Union.

DR. NELTE: Mr. President, the Defendant Keitel wishes to rectify a 
statement which he made earlier upon my question regarding the occupation in 
the "lest during the Polish campaigne 

THE PRESIDINT: Very welle 

A I said earlier that in the West during the war against Poland, there 
were five divisions. I must rectify that statement. I had that mixed up with 
tho year 1930. In 1939 there were approximately twenty divisions, including 
the reserves in the Rhineland and behind the West Wall, Therefore, the 
statement I made was made in errore 

Q Now we como to the Balkan wars, The Prosecution, with reference to 
the war against Greece and Jugoslavia, has accused you of having cooperated 
in the preparation, planning and carrying out of those wars. What have you 
to state on that 

A The war against Greece and Jugoslavia came to us as a complete 
surprise, a total surprisce "Jo were dragged into it without having made 
any plans. First of all, Greece. I accompanied Hitler during his journey 
to France for the meeting with Marshal Petain and Franco on the Spanish 
border, and during that journey we nad ws regarding the intention 
of Italy to atback Greece. The journey to Florence was irmediately decided 
upon, and upon arrival there at Florence, we rocoivod Mussolini's statement, 
which has beon mentioned by Marshal Gooring; namely, that the attack against 
Greece had already begune 

I can only say from my own personal Imowledge that Hitler was extremely 
disgusted with this development and the draccing of the Balkans into the war 
and that only the fact that Itoly was an ally prevented a complete break with 

ussolini, .iny intention to wage war against Grooed never did become known 
to noe. 

Q s there any necessity for Germany to enter into that war? How 
did that come about? 

A First of all, the necessity did not exist, but during tho first 


months --Octobor, November--of that campaign of the ltalians, it became clear 
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that the Italian position in this war had become extremely precariouse 


Therefore, probably as early as November or Decomber, thoro woro calls for 
assistance on the part of Mussolini, calls to assist him in some form or 
other, 

Apart from that, seen from the military point of view, it was clear of 
course that for tho entire military position in the war, a defeat of Italy 
in the Balkans would have had considerable onsequences. Therefore, by means 
of improvisation, assistance was rendered, I think a mountain division 
was to be tried, but it was technically impossible since there were no 
unloading facilities, and other types of assistance were given by means of 
air transport and so on and so forthe 

Q At the time when improvisations ceased, we come to the plan presented 
by the Prosecution and called "Narita". When was that? 

A In fact, the war against Greece and Albania began to assume a stato 
of standardization because of the influence of winter. During that time, 
considerations arose that, in order to avoid a catastrophe far Italy, certain 
formations were to be used for a relieving attack against Greece, and they 
were to be used from the North. That would, of course, have to take several 
months, and it did. 

May I just explain that at that time a march through Jugoslavia or 
even the suggestion to place units at the disposal by marching thom through 
Jugoslavia were turned down by Hitler, although the army particularly 
considercd that possibility as the most 
and suzsested it. 

Regarding the plan llarite, nothing more can be said than what has been 
said about the marching through Bulgaria, which had been prepared and 
discussed diplomatically with the Bulgarian government. 

Q I would like to ask just ono more question on that subject, The 
Prosecution has stated that before the fall of the Jugoslav government -- 
that is to say, at the end of March 19hl-- negotiations were conducted with 
Hungary for the eventuality of an attack on Jugoslavias Vere you or the OKW 
informed of this, or did you participate? 

Noe I do not in any way or any form remember any military discussior 


on the part of tho OK with Hungary regarding the eventuality of a military 
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action against Jugoslavias That is completely unknown to ne, To the 
contrary, everything that happened later one-I shall have to say a few 
words about Jugoslavia later--was complotely now to use Nothing had been 
prepared, at any rate, not within the Imewiedge of the OKW. 


Q But it is knom to you, is it not, that military discussions with 


Hungary had taken place during that period? I assume that you merely want 


to say that they did not refer to Jugoslavias 
Yes, of course. It was known to mo that discussions had taken 
place with tho Hungarian military staff, 
Q You said you wanted to say something else about tho case of 
Jugoslavias Roichmarshal Goering has made statements upon that subject, 
Can you add anything new? I will not have any further questions on that 
ct otherwisce 
I should merely like to confirm once more that the decision to 
proceed against Jugoslavia with military weans meant a complete overthrowing 
of all military steps and preparations, deployment, etc. which had been made, 
vhich had to be completely gone over, just as new forces had to be brought 
through Hungary from the North, and all that was complete improvisation, 
Q I am now turning to the case of "Barbarossa", The Soviet Russian 
Delegation, particularly, have stressed that the Supreme Command of the 
armed forecs, and you as Chief of Staff, as carly as the summer of 194.0 had 
occupied thenselves with the plan of attack against the Soviet Unione ‘hen 
did Hitler for the first time talk to you about the possibility of an armed 
conflict with the Soviet Union? 
A As far as I recollect, that was at the beginning of August, 
1940 on the occasion of a discussion at Berchtesgaden, or, specifically, at 
his house, the Berghof. That was tho first time that the possibility of an 
armed conflict with the Soviet Union was discusscde 

Q What were the reasons announced by Hitler at that time which 
could possibly load to a war? 

A I think I canrefor to what the Reichmarshal has said on this subject 
According to our conception, there were considerable troop concentrations 


in Bessarabia and Bukowina, The Foreign Minister, to^, has mentioned figures 
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Apart from that, I thi } 
, ink he talked about remarkable troop concontrations 


in the Baltic provinces. 
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& Were any cirectives given by you at that time or on the part of those 
army sectors which were affected? 

A Noe As far as I can recollect this was confined firstly to increased 
activities of the intellizence or espiona-e service against Russia and,

I seri usly considered what could be done to use military 
considerations for influencing Hitlers At that time, as has been briefly 
discussed by the Foreign Minister, I wote a personal memorandum containing 
my thoughtse I should like to say, incependently from the experts working 
in the General Staff and the Army Leadership Staff, I was proposing to submit 
that memorandum to Hitler. I decided on that method because it was typical 
that nne would never get past the second sentence during such a discussion, 
When he would bezgin speaking one would be deprived of the opportunity of 
Saying what cone wanted to say, so I wanted to give it to him in writing. And 
in that connection I should like to say right now thet I was consicering 
thate And I think that was the first and nly time that I visited the Foreign 
Minister personally, because I wantec to tell him to ask him to support me 
from the political angle regarding that questicn. That is the visit which 
has been discussed here to Fuschl which the Foreign Minister vcn Ribbentrop 
confirmed during his examihation the other day. 

« You are confirming what Herr von Ribbentrop has said, sc that there 
is no need for me t repeat it? 

A I am confirming that I went t: Fuschl, and as far as I know I had thay 
memorandum with me, ad been made in handwritinz, since I dicn't want 
anybody else to zet hold cf it. And I left Fuschl ecnsci^us of the fact that 
he was tryinz to influence Hitler in the same way or at least he wanted to 
try and influence hime He had agreed to do that. 

Q Dià you give that memorandum to Hitler? 


Á Yes. A little later, after a report at the Berghof, I had handed him 


that memorandum when we were alcnee. I think he tcld me then that he was going 


to study it, took it, and didn't give me another chance to explain, 


Q Did you later on find an opportunity to refer to it once more 


considering the importance of it? 
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A Yes, To start with nothing at all happened. After some tine, 
therefore, I reminded him of ite I asked him to talk tc me about that 
prob lere That actually occyfred, and the matter was settled pretty briefly 
by saying that whatever was contained therein from the military point of view 
in no way convincing. He, Hitler, wuld have to consider those thoughts 
o)necus, and turned then dcwm. In that connection I should like to tell 
very briefly that this touched me, offendec me deeply once more, anc there 
was yet another crisis when I asked to be relieved of my post and t: 
another man in my position. That once more led to a keen controversy which 
as is known has been stated by the Reich Marshal who menticned the thoughts 
he had upon that subject, namely, that Hitler said that he resented the fact 
that a garral, whose views he did not agree to, was asking for his resignation 
thereupcon.

It was inpcssible to handle this summarily; rather, Hitler demanded 


that he be i med of each indivicual ecurrencs, and he was very displeased 
if such matters were concealed from him by the military authorities, In 

his connection he said to me that it was displeasing to himmd unfavorable 
to general peace and quiet that court-martial death 

saboteurs were lacking. He wished this nt t occur, since it was in his 
interest to see that peace anc order be maintained, He said that it was 


necessary that these thins be limited, that sabotare acts be made less 
frequent, and to this end that it was necessary to have a clear sentence of 
death as punishment for such action, instead of lonzwinced c urt-uartial 
prcceecings with a long list of witnesses. 

The way to handle this was that those guilty or accused should simply

I had the sreatest misgivings in this matter and knw very well that I

It extended from France 
as far as Czechoslovakia and, from the cast, as far west as Borline 
Of course, a large number of the people involved in these actions were 
apturede This memorandum was to inform all offices outside the Wehrmacht 
of these things and to solicit their support in combatting them. 
This icthod of conducting tho v.ar was, to our way of thinking, iklcegal, 
a sort of war in the dark, and, even today, after reading this document through 
again, I consider this memorandum as tmobjectionable. It provides that 
members of foreign armed forces, if they were captured by the police, should

I know that in this activity of taking ex. people into custody , tho 
French police played a large and honorable role i educing these acts of 
sabotage, This will perhaps make clear how extensive these activitios werc:
